Germans Taken By British Now xcecd 11,000

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE, April 10.—Our 
operations have been continued energetically today in spite of heavy 
snowstorms and generally unfavorable weather, says the British of- 
ficial statement tonight. We have reached the outskirts of Monchy- 
le-Prex, five miles east of Arras, and have cleared Farbus and Farbus 
wood, 

Hard fighting took place again this afternoon on the northern 
end of Vimy ridge, in which we gained further important positions 
and took a number of prisoners and machines, 

In the district of Cambrai we advanced our line north of the 
village of Louverval. Such counter attacks as the euemy attempted 
at different points along our front met with no success, 

The number of prisoners taken since the opening of our attack 
yesterday morning now exceeds 11,000, including 235 officers. We 
also captured over 100 guns, among them a number of heavy guns 
up to eight inches calibre; sixty treneh mortars, and 163 Re oa 
rus. 

Our airplanes performed valuable work yesterday in co-opera- 
tion with our infantry, and in a number of cases inflicted casualties 
with much gun fire on hostile reinforcements. Bombing expeditions 
were also carried out, in which a number of hits were obtained upon 
a large railway station utilized by the enemy. 

As a vesult of the air fighting three German airplanes were de- 
stroyed and fowr others were fought down, One of our machines is 
missing. 


Northern Pivot of Famous 
Hindenburg Line Turned 


The British sweep east of Arras toduy turned the northern pivot of the 
famous Hindenburg. line, and large forces of British troops tonight were 
pressing far beyond the top of that German barrier, which was prepared after 
endless months of labor,

It was blustery from sunrise to sunset, 
and furious snow squalls were in the air at half-hour intervals. During 
these the machines were completely submerged by the snow barrage.

Tonight the Canadians triumphantiy announced 
ridge had been cleared of all Germans. Vimy ridge has been an historic 
battle ground in this war. The country on either side is dotted with grave- 
yards in which lie tens of thousands of french and German soldiers who gave 
up their lives in the fight either to take or to hold this imposing position. 
The British, too have suffered heavily here, and the Canadians had been 
holding on to a slender pombion on the western slope all winter by the dis- 
play of most tenacious courage 

In connection with the new offensive it was determined that Vimy must 
fall, The ridge positions had been bombarded for ten days and nights, when 
yesterday at dawn the Canadians climbed out of their lowly trenches and 
began moving toward the top of it, 

They fought their way from the foot to the crest before mid-afternoon 
yesterday; today they swept down the farther slope, and now dominate the 
enemy remaining in the Douai plains. More than three thousand Germans 
in the Vimy garrison, including one hundred officers, fell into Canadian hands 
before sunset last night. 


Seven Lieutenant-Colonels 
Are Among Those Captured 


The final bombardment had sent most of German defenses into the 
deepest of their dugouts, and they did not dare yenture out until the British 
called upon them to surrender, which they did precipitately. 

Among the officers captured on the ridge were seven lieutenant colonels, 
and also several doctors, who surrendered with all their staffs, Some of the 
officers were inclined to be sulky, blaming their predicament on the failure 
of the supports to come up as promised, Others of the offiiers were deeply 
depressed, 

Hundreds of prisoners taken were found lying in the assembly tunnels 
from which they had attempted to reach the front line, but could not emerge 
on account of the shell fire,

OUTLINED BY ROBSON BLACK 


National Caution and Forsight Can Curtail and 


Eventually Wipe Out 


This Devastation—Board of Trade to Help in rege ag inte Con. 


servation—Addrees is Given at Noon Luncheon at 


A picture of the desoluation in the 
forests of Canada wrought by fires, 
outlined in charcoal, as it were, was 
sketched most strikingly and effective- 
ly before the Board of Trade luncheon 
‘Tuesday by Robson Black of the Na- 
tional Commision of Conservation. 
Blackened and charred portions were 
shown to mar the map of Canada from 
coast to coast, and ghastly losses for 
a the of supposed and essential thrift 
were summatized, and above all it was 
made clear how national caution and 
foresight can curtail ahd eventually 
wipe out this huge devastation to the 
enrichment of the nation. 

Board Will Co-operate, 

A largely attended meeting of the 
board listened to the excellent address, 
and, through the president, J. E. 
Erown, the assistance of the members 
was pledged to a campaign of first aid 
in the work of conservation. Not only 
was a committee of the board provid- 
ed to dea! with the question of forest 
fire prevention, but another committee 
will likewise be named by the presi- 
dent to report on the matter of muni- 
cipal fire losses, a topic which was 
ably presented by Mr. White, of the 
Conservation Committee, Ottawa, one 
week ago. 

The board referred to the transpor- 
tation committee a resolution endorsed 
by the Sexsmith local of the U.F.A., 
which asked the co-operation of the 
association in attempting to have the 
C.N.R. line from Onoway to Peace 
River completed in the Grande Prairie 
country. To the same committee 
went a notice froin the telegraph com- 
panies which forecasted an alteration 
in forms, and which also brought a 
protest from the Winnipeg Board of 
Trade against the proposed change, a 
protest which asserted that the tele- 
graph were seeking to further avoid 
responsibility in the handling of mes- 
sages, 

Council Will Report. 

The Imperial Council of Commerce, 
London, suggested the joining of forces 
between the Dominion boards and the 
council, In view of the many after- 
the-war problems which must arise, 
the meeting thought it best to have 
the council of the board report on the 
matter. 

Contrasting Saskatchewan's paltry 
provincial revenue from the forests 
with the $100,000,000 obtained by 
Sweden annually from her timber re- 


lonald. 


~ 
serves, Robson Black showed how 
Canada has been and is squandering 
the great treasures of forest resources 
while Europe for nearly a century has 
not only eliminated all waste of tim- 
ber but has developed forestration as a 
vast national asset. “In the three 
years of war it is a ghastly sight to 
look over the blackened wastes of Can- 
ada and realize that this has been the 
only one of the belligerent nations 
which would permit such enormous 
losses to occur, In 1916, the prevent- 
able fires in Northern Ontario alone 
claimed 270 lives and the national fire 
loss in the forests amounted to over 
$6,000,000. 

“In these times no subject is worth 
discussing that has not iis main root 
in public service. No apologies need 
be made, therefore, for talking over 
with you the case of forest conserva- 
tion as related to this province and 
the rest of the Dominion. Conserva- 
tion of any sort is just ‘good citizen- 
ship’, but the question of perpetuat- 
ing the forest resources past the day 
of our own immediate need makes 
particular demands upon an unselfish 
point of view. 

“The title to more than ninety-sev- 
en per cent. of the forest lands of Can- 
ada rests in the name of the Canadian 
people. By that I mean the Govern- 
ments of Canada while leasing a very 
large part of the timber to support 
industries and spread wealth, have 
kept control of the land on which the 
timber grows, The object of this has 
been to secure for the state its share 
of the increment and to enforce such 
conservation laws as the situation 
might demand. ‘The State, therefore, 
is the steward of the forest lands, and 
their manageinent and _ protection 
from fire constitute one of the biggest 
issues before the people of Canada. 


The Poor Relation. 

“Eliminate for the moment the 
front-row brethren of grain growing 
and stock raising in your family of 
activities and look over this Forest 
Giant. He has-been the poor rela- 
tion of all public issues. One would 
think that he constituted a liability on 
the land, that he did not answer to 
cultivation like a cow or a cornstalk, 
for it is safe to say that ninety-five per 
cent. of the vast forest’ values of the 
three prairie provinces has been

The Swift Canadian Co. wiil have a 
pew creamery in operation on May 
Ist, for the manufacture of thelr far.- 
ous Brookfield butter. This company 
have heretofore devoted thelr atten- 
tion to the trade in live stock antl 
packing plant products with the side 
lines of poultry,eggs, butter and 
cheese. But the butter and cheese han- 
dled by them was manufactured by 
cthers. 

However, they have now decided to 
branch out extensively in the manu- 
facture of their own butter and will 
purchase cream direct from the farm- 
ers of Northern Alberta as well as 
establish separating stations in various 
parts of the province where the far- 
mers may bring milk to be separated. 


New Machinery, 

The old Podmore Creamery building 
on the H.B. Co. reserve just north 
the Victoria High School has been 
secured by Swifts. The old machinery 
has been removed and the building 
renovated and made ready to install 
the new butter making machinery 
which at a cost of $6,000 has been or- 
dered and is expected to arrive in the 
city almost any day. 

The Swife Canadian Co. will for the 
present not supply milk to city con- 
sumers nor as yet manufacture ice 
cream nor cheese. j 


Buy From Farmers, 

They will be open to _ purchase 
cream from the farmers and dairymen 
from Calgary north and from Saskat- 
chewan to the British Columbia boun- 
dary of Alberta. The effect of this 
firm entering into the business of pur- 
chasing cream should boost the dairy 
Lusiness of this large territory just as 
the establishment and development of 
their abbatoir has developed the pro- 
duction of beef cattle in the same ter- 
ritory. 

To all concerned, it will mean the 
distribution of a large amount of cash 
for cream purchased from the farm- 
ers and this will react on ali lines of 
business in town and country. The 
butter-making machinery is of the 
most modern pattern and the company 
are planning so as to extend their but- 
ter factory as required, It is worthy 
of note that the butter factory will 
be located convenient to both G.F.P., 
C.P,R, and C.N.R. depots and some 
miles from their abbatoir.

Before Mr. Justice Hyndman, in the 


supreme court, the trial concluded on 
Tuesday afternoon, Dr. J. A. Boulan- 


ger ‘accused’ of bn ‘or about’ March 
29th, unlawfully aiding, abetting, 
counselling or procuring Julius la 
Cerf, also the son of the said 
Julius la Cerf, and Wilfrid Fournier, 
fo commit an assault on Henry 
L'Asnier. 


E. B, Cogswell _ prosecuted for the 
Crown and H. BL. Pratt,defended. 

The evidence for the prosecution was 
to the effect that when the partnership 
between Dr. Boulanger and Dr. L'As- 
nier was broken, that Dr. L'Asnier 
took the books from the clerk, Julius 
la Cerf, in order to examine them, but 
it is alleged that the men, who were 
employees of the firm, instructed 
over the telephone by Dr. Boulanger, 
assaulted Dr, L'Asnier and took the 
books from him. 

Dr. Boulanger denied that he incited 
the assault, and stated that he told 
Fournier, over the phone, to “get the 
books back.” His opinion was that it 
Was not proper for L'Asnier to have 
the books, but that they should remain 
in the hands of the clerk. 

After hearing the argument = of 
cou.sel His Honor said that so far as 
the evidenée was concerned, after 
hearing the facts as stated by the 
Witnesses, he was of opinion that the 
testimony of Dr, L'Asnier appeared 
to be the most reliable. He thought 


that Dr, Boulanger might be quite 
casily excused for not remembering

Montreal’s reerniting officers 


for the Home Guards report that 
nobody has signed up yet, but 
that they have hopes of getting 
some men later on, Barring the 
hopes of future enlistment, the 
situation in Montreal seems to be 
about the average. The call for 
Home Guards has thus far failed 
to produce any notable movement 
toward the reeruiting offices. The 
root reason for this is that the pub- 
lic do not realize the necessity of 
having any standing army of 
HHome Guards, and are rather dis- 
posed to think that it would be a 
waste of energy to have fifty thou- 
sand able-bodied men going 
through the motions of soldiering 
in Canada at a time when men are 
desperately needed on the fight- 
ing line of freedom, and when 
those who are not physically fit for 
the trenches are needed on the 
farms and in the mines and other 
places where necessary **‘ basic in- 
dustries’’ are carried on. There 
is also a feeling among the young 
men that a man who did not sign 
on for service where there is 
fighting to be done would be ridi- 
euled if he enlisted to camp out 
for the summer in khaki. — Like- 
wise there is a disconcerting in- 
definiteness about what is to be 
done with the Home Guards when 
the camps are broken up in_ the 
fall; which gives rise to a suspicion 
that the Guards may then be “put 
under some sort of pressure to go 
oversea. The whole scheme of 
raising the home defence army is 
surrounded in mystery, whieh will 
have to be dissipated before there 
is likely to be avy rush to fill up

Martin of Minneapolis a copy of a 
circular dealing with the subject of 
immigration from the United States to 
Canada, While the Milletin does not 
agree throughout with the position 
taken by Mr, Martin, there is a sub- 
stantial advantage to every business 
mun in knowing exactly what his 
customers think of his method. So in 
the case of the country, If we are 
looking for immigration from the 
States we will do well to become fam- 
iliar with the varving points of re- 
view of each section of the people of 
the United States interested in immi- 
gration, Mr. Martin's opinions are 
given for what they are worth, Mr, 
Martin introduces his argument as 
follows: 

Tntrodnetion. 

By far th meost important matter 
before Canada today is that of Im- 
migration, The influx of capital and 
people will mean Production, whictt is 
so urgently needed, now in carrying 
the war to a suceeseful conclusion, 
and when peace comes again, to help 
earry the burden of the war and 
build up a larger and better Canada, 
These things are of vital Interest to us 
all; we have felt for some time past, 
long before the war, eame on, that 
there was something wrong, and it is 
our right and duty to know how these 
matters are working out. It is nota 
matter of politics or sectionalism——it 
is? matter of what is best for Canada. 

Iam a landowner, one of the heavi-

Such legislation does not help. to 


bring in eapital and people; the effect 
is very bad; it is not along business 
lines and cannot be explained, To 
get the man with means, you muat get 
him to invest his money first--if you 
are giving land away and getting the 
man only, that is a different matter. 
The man with money invests first, dis- 


poses of his property at home and 
moves afterward, He should have 
time to do this—he should not be pen- 
alized ag a “speculator’ because he 
cannot move on the minute he buys. 
You should be reasonable in these 
matters. Five men with $5000 each 
come into Canada—one buys a farm, 


bunch of livestock, one an elevator, 
and the other puts his money out at 
interest. Some of these pay no taxes 
whatever, while the man who bought 
farm land pays all the regular taxes 
in addition, pays a penalty because he 
bought farm land. Will this help in- 
terest people in farm lands? If you 
want to bring in people who will buy 
land and farm it you should do away 
with penalty taxes. Any form of 
penalty taxes destroys credit and 
keeps out the right kind of people and 
capital, Any business man knows 
that when land reaches a certain price, 
the interest on its value will make it 
good business to put that land under 
cultivation Land is worth just what 
it will pay fair rate of interest on 
under proper cultivation, and the 
sooner it reaches that figure the 
sooner it will be put under cultivation, 
It would be very poor business policy 


indeed to attempt to depress land 
vaies and destroy oredit, and “yet 
these penalty taxes actually do this 


A penalty tax in one Province hurts 
the others as well--—it ig all Canada.

in value, the seevrity is diminished, 
and the amount loaned on same is de- 
creased and the interest increased 
accordingly. The balance is upset and 
as the comparative value of the 
money and credits increases, the value 
of the land decreases. If you tax 
each dollar equally, wherever it is, 
such conditiong will not exist and 
values will automatically strike a 
balance of their own, 

isvery dollar should be taxed on a 
just, uniform and equitable basis, 
whether, where or how invested. 
Every man should be assessed and be 
Willing to pay for his just share of 
honest governmnet, 

The principle of the single tax had 
proved an absolute failure wherever 
it has been tried. The farmers In Sas- 
katchewan already have the benefit 
of the single tax in that they pay 
taxes on their land only; they pay 
no taxes on improvements, stock, 
machinery, moneys, credits, ete 
The people eventually pay all taxes 


If you incre » the taxes on farm 
land, such increases must be added 
to the cost of production and the 
consumer ultimately pays it If you 


want actual farmers, it is only com- 
mon sense to levy a just share of the 
taxes, no more and no less, on your 
farm lands, whether they are under 
cultivation or not The trend of the 
people at the present time is away 
from the farm; the city population of 
the United States is growing in pro- 
portion to the farm population, in the 
ratio of about six to one—if you want 
people on the farm, you must offer 
them inducements, not penalize them 
Certainly jt should not be a crime to 
or deal in farm lands—-and just 
so surely as you limit profits or the 
imount of property that may han- 
dled, just so surely will you drive peo- 
ple and capital away from your farm 
lands,

The outstanding feature in the new rules is the curbing of the 
custom of substitute players carrying instructions from the side lines 
to the captain of the team. A substitute player entering the game 
must not speak to any other player on the field until after the ball 
has been put into play. Also the scoring of a field goal from a 
multiple kick formation—a new kick that was introduced last yéear- 
has been prohibited, A penalty of five yards has been imposed for 
running into a kicker and fifteen yards and disqualification for 
roughing the kicker, the penaity to be imposed from the point where 
the ball was put into play, The referee is also empowered to permit 
the substitution of a new ball in play on a wet field, at the end of 
the second period at his discretion.
